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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of April, 
May, and June, 1929. 


April.—Rainfall during the month was due almost entirely to weak Southern depressions. 
Thz sbowers seldom extended Northward of Perth, and were more often confined to the extreme 
South-West, where, alone, were substantial excesses above normal met with. 


The best fall occurred on the 9th and 17th, and only on these dates did the rain reach 


the Great Southern country, where at one or two localities the average for the month was 
equalled, 


Trivial showers reached some of the Eastern and Northern wheat centres, but over the 
remainder of the State the only rainfall occurred in the East Kimberley at the opening of the 
month and on the North-West Coast at the close. In both eases the gaugings were practically 
negligible. 


May, 1929, stands out, not only in contrast with the previous month, which was very weak 
throughout, but also in comparison with the corresponding month of previous years. In 1900 
and 1921, and to a less general extent, 1918, May was a conspicuously wet month, but here 
and there in the Gascoyne and Goldfields, and at one or two South-West Coastal and Agricul- 
tural stations, the figures for the month under review surpassed all previous records. 


The storms responsible for these excellent rains were six in number, and all of similar 
type, carrying tropical characteristics at the outset and usually affecting first the North-West 
and West Coasts, and concluding as Southern-type systems passing across the Bight. The 
dates of the heaviest agricultural rainfall connected with these disturbances were the 3rd, 10th, 
16th, 20th, and 26th, whilst the final disturbance first affected the North-West Coast on the 
30th, and had not fully developed over the wheat areas at the close of the month. The Southern 
Goldfieids shared in all of these storms, while the Gascoyne and Northern Goldfields benefited 
most from the second, third, and last, and the North-West chiefly from the second and: lasc. 


Apart from three points at Derby, no rain reached the Kimberleys. In the De Grey, 
Marble Bar and Port Hedland failed to reach average values, but throughout the remainder 
of the State normals were exceeded—in most instances by substantial amounts, and here and 
there were doubled or trebled. 


Apart from the magnificent start that this remarkable series of rainstorms has given to 
the wheat-growing season especial mention must be made to the falls in the Gascoyne, which 
were the best of a general character for many years, particularly as they followed on some 
good partial rains in February and March, On the Coolgardie Goldfields the gaugings were 
the most valuable since September, 1927, while in the North-West rains are always weleomed. 


Amongst notable falls for 24-hour periods were 200 points at Rockingham on the 15th, 
248 at Gaseoyne Junction on the 16th, and 246 at Whim Creek on the 31st, while in Perth on 
the 2nd 185 points fell between the hours of 4 and 5 p.m.—most of the downpour oceurring in 
40 minutes. 


June.—Periods of heavy rain, alternating with bright sharp days, characterised the 
weather during the month. Rain-bearing depressions followed one another in rapid succession, 
as in May, bringing general agricultural falls and rough coastal weather. 


In almost every agricultural centre the month’s rainfall exceeded the averages by from 
half an inch to over two inches. Buntine, one of the exceptions. showed a decrease of 34 
points. Light falls were registered in the Gascoyne and Goldfields and the totals, with few 
exceptions, were below the average. In the North-West the first day of the month was marked 
by exceptionally heavy falls for June (Marble Bar 429 points, Nullagine 382 points, and Port 
Hedland 305 points), which had rarely been exceeded. 


The most general rains in the agricultural areas occurred on the Ist, 15th, 27th, 28th, 
29th, and 30th, particularly the last two. During the last four days heavy and extensive rains 
fell throughout coastal and agricultural districts. The falls were heaviest on the coast, Perth 
receiving 377 points during the period, Guildford 449, and Bunbury 465 points. In the agri- 
cultural areas the gaugings ranged approximately from one to over two inches. This rain 
fallowing a period of sunny days and frosty nights, was of great benefit to agriculturalists.
